• Keep CDs dry. A water drop can act as a 
lens and affect the laser beam's focus. 

• Always handle a CD by the edges to 
avoid fingerprints and always keep it in 
its protective case or sleeve when it is 
not in use. Fingerprints and scratches 
cn the CD's surface can prevent the 
laser beam from correctly reading the 
digital information. If the CD gets 
scratched, use RadioShack Scratch 'n 
Fix to repair the disc. 


□ Cassette Deck Operation 


1. Press STOP/EJ. to open the cas- 
sette compartment deor. 

2. Insert a cassette with the expcsed tape 
down and the desired side facing you. 
Avoid touching the tape. 

3. Push the cassette compartment door 
closed until it clicks shut. 

4. Press POWER to turn on the system. 
The POWER indicator lights. 

5. Slide FUNCTION SELECT to TAPE. 

6. Press PLAY ►. 

7. Rotate MASTER VOLUME and TONE to 
suit your listening preferences. 

8. When the tape reaches its end, the cas- 
sette deck automatically stops and PLAY 


releases. Press STOP/EJ. to stop 
play sooner. 

9. Press STOP/EJ. again to open the 
cassette compartment, then remove the 
cassette tape. 

Notes: 

• To temporarily stop play, press PAUSE 
II . Press PAUSE II again to resume play. 

• To rapidly wind the tape forward or back- 
ward, press ►► FFWD er REW. 
Press STOP/EJ. when you reach the 
desired section. 

• To record, press • REC. When • REC is 
pressed, ►PLAY autematically is 
pressed. Press STOP/EJ. to stop 
recording. 


Cassette Deck Operation 
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RECORDING YOUR VOICE 
WITH MUSIC 

1. Connect a microphone. See “Connect- 
ing Microphones” on Page 8. 

2. Load a biank audio cassette in the cas- 
sette deck. 

3. Siide FUNCTION SELECT to CDG/CD for a 

CD/CDG or AUX for an optionai audio 
component. 

4. Foiiow the steps in “Piaying a CD er 
CDG” on Page 11 if you are recording 
with a CD or CDG. See “With an 
Optienai Audio Component” if you are 
recording from another audio 
component. 

5. To record your voice with a CD/CDG, 
repeatediy press SKIP wcor >t>i untii the 
desired track number appears. 

To record your voice with music from an 
optionai audio component, turn en the 
eptionai component. 

6. Press PLAY/PAUSE >dd, then press 
•REC. The tape deck records your voice 
aieng with the sound from the CD/CDG 
er the optionai audio component. 

TAPE TIPS 

Restoring Tape Tension and 
Sound Quaiity 

After you piay a cassette tape severai times, 
the tape might become tightiy wound on the 
reeis. This can cause piayback sound quaiity 
to deteriorate. 

To restore the sound quaiity, fast-forward the 
tape from the beginning to the end of one 
side, then compieteiy rewind it. Then ieosen 
the tape reeis by gentiy tapping each edge ef 
the cassette on a fiat surface. 


Caution: Be carefui not to damage the cas- 
sette when tapping it. Do not touch the ex- 
posed tape or aiiow any sharp objects near 
the cassette. 

Erasing Tapes 

To record over a cassette tape, simpiy 
record as usuai. The cassette deck recerds 
over the previous recording. 

You can quickiy erase both sides of a cas- 
sette tape using a RadieShack buik tape 
eraser. 

Note: Use oniy normai bias tapes in the cas- 
sette deck. Metai or high-bias type tapes are 
not recommended. 

Preventing Accidental Erasure 

Cassette tapes have two erase-protection 
tabs — one for each side. When a tab is in 
piace, yeu can record on that side. 

To prevent accidentai erasure of a tape re- 
cording, use a screwdriver to remove one or 
both of the cassette tape’s erase-pretection 
tabs. This prevents *REC from being 
pressed. 

If you iater decide to record on a tape side af- 
ter you have removed the erase-protection 
tab, piace a piece of strong piastic tape over 
that side’s erase-protection hoie. Be sure 
yeu cover oniy the hoie originaiiy covered by 
the erase-protection tab. 

Caution: Removing the erase-protection 
tabs does net prevent a buik eraser from 
erasing a cassette tape.

Intro scan function is turned on. 

Press INTRO to turn off intro 
scan. 


□ Care 

Keep the system dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the system only 
in normal temperature environments. Handle 
the system carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
system away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the system’s in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate its warranty and void 
your FCC authorization to operate it. If your 
system is not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance. 

CLEANING THE 
TAPE-HANDLING PARTS 

Dirt, dust or particles of the tape's coating 
can accumulate on the tape heads and other 
parts that the tape touches. This can greatly 
reduce the performance of the cassette play- 
er. After every 20 hours of tape player opera- 


tion, follow these steps to clean the tape- 
handling parts or use a RadioShack cassette 
deck cleaning kit. 

1 . Disconnect AC power. 

2. Open the cassette compartment door 
and press PLAY to expose the tape- 
handling parts. 

3. Use a cotton swab dipped in denatured 
alcohol or tape head cleaning solution to 
clean the tape guides, record/play head, 
erase head, pinch roller, and capstan. 



4. When you finish cleaning, press 
STOP/EJ. and close the cassette com- 
partment door. Then reconnect power.
